Weeks appointed to crisis response team

Not only is Lynn Weeks a teachet 
and guidance counselor at Elba 
High School, but recently she 
became a member of a crisis team 
created in an effort to take a proac 
live step in being prepared for trau 
matic situations should they arise 

The Alabama Counselor Crisis 
Response Team was created by the 
Alabama State Department of Edu 


cation her this year in an effort 
to prepare for tragedy 
“Bec of the increase in vio- 


lence ti schools over the past two 
or three yeurs, the stat iw fit to 
put this team in place.” said Weeks 
“They are working froma proactive 
standpoint instead of a reactive one 
| commend eur state department for 
seeing the possible need for thi 
team.” 

The mission of the team is to 
assist schools by providing counsel- 
ing services to students in the after- 
math of traumatic events such as 
the shootings in Pearl, Miss. and 
Columbine, Colo 

When called for assistance. the 
team will immediately respond to 
the situation. Members will gather, 
receive their instructions and then 
provide the needed counseling to 
students. teachers and administra- 
tors in the aftermath of the event. 

Weeks said the team will work as 
a stepping stone in helping those

affected by the tragedy get through 
the first two or three days of the cri- 
Sis situation since those first few 
days are vital in the coping process 
“Usually. counselors and princi 


pals of the school are so close to 
the situation that they can’t be as 
effective,” Weeks said. “The mem- 
bers of this team can come in and 
relieye those counselors and princi- 
pals by assisting them. If we can 
help one person deal with a tragedy, 
itis all worth it.” 

Although the team is made up of 
30 counselors from across the state, 
it also is divided into three regional 
teams. Those regional teams each 
consist of 10 counselors and one 
principal from that area. Weeks is a 


Coffee County BOE names new 
ZC High School Principal

The Coffee County Board ot 
Education held an abbreviated 
meeting Tuesday at noon, It took 
board members less than forty min- 
utes to conduct business even with 
a twenty-five minute executive ses- 
sion thrown in. 

There was one major item acted 
on by the board, and that was the 
hiring of a new principal at Zion 
Chapel High School to take the 
helm from retiring Richard Little- 
ton. Lawrence Taylor Vickers of 
Frankfort, Ky., originally from Ful- 
tondale, Ala. (near Birmingham), 
will be the new headmaster at ZC, 

Vickers holds a Class Certificate 
in Administration trom the Univer- 
sity of Alabama at Birmingham, a 
Masters of Arts in Education, 
Bachelor of Science in Education, 
and a Bachelor of Arts in History 
also trom the University of Alaba- 
ma, 

He is presently serving as Direc- 
tor of Curriculum Development 
with the Kentucky Department of 
Education in Frankfort, 

In the past, Vickers has served as 
principal of William J, Christian 
Alternative School in Birmingham, 
Curriculum Specialist - Social 
Studies in Birmingham Public 
Schools, Coordinator of the Night 
High School Program — in 
Tuscaloosa City Schools, Assistant 
Principal of Springville Elementary 
School in Springville, Ala., and 
Coordinator of Children’s Creative 
Learning Center Summer Program 
in Birmingham, He also has several 
years of teaching experience in the 
classroom, 

Vickers and his family will be 
moving into the area in the very 
near future, 

There were several other person- 
nel changes approved in the county 
school system; however, these will 
be made public after those individ- 
uals affected are notified, 

In other pressing business, the 
board accepted the low bid on three

buses. Southland of Birmingham 
submitted the bid of $47,345.29 per 
bus with immediate delivery. 

In voting to accept the bid, Vice- 
Chairman Danny Jernigan said, “ 
Let’ make sure the buses meet our 
specification before accepting final 
delivery.” 

Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
assured board members that this 
would be done. 

At the recommendation of Supt. 
Bowden, the board voted unani- 
mously to have any teacher accept- 
ing the additional 2-1/2 percent 
raise with the stipulation they retire 
at the end of the third year pay the 
money back by September 30, 2000 
should they choose not to retire. 

Bowden quoting from the law 
said, “Should the teacher fail to 
retire as provided for in the written 
‘pplication, the teacher shall repay 
to the local school board of educa- 
lion in a timely manner the differ- 
ence between the salary actually 
received and any amount the 
teacher would have received in the 
‘97-'98 fiscal year only if he or she 
had not filed a written application 
of intent to retire.” 

Following this action, the board 
went into executive session for 
about twenty minutes and 
adjourned immediately after recon- 
vening, 


part of the Southern Regional team 
The counselors were recommended 
by their school’s superintendent 
Charles Pearce. who will retire 
from the superintendent’s position 
with the Elba City Schools at the 
end of June, recommended Weeks 
to a spot on this crisis team 

“Originally, the state department 
Was hoping to get enough recom 
mendations to create this team, but 
the response was overwhelming 
which allowed them to create the 
team and then break it into 
regions,” said Weeks. “This is even 
better because that allows just a 
regional team to be activated for 
events that aren't catastrophic 

She said there are incidences that 
happen which do not make national 
news, but that does not mean those 
students, teachers and the commu- 
nity as a whole couldn't use the 
help this team can provide. 

“It is unfortunate that the possi- 
bility exists in today’s society that 
some harm could befall our chil 
dren while they are in what should 
be one of their safest environ 
ments,” Alabama House Speaker 
Seth Hammett said in a press 
release after the implementation of 
the crisis team, “It is prudent that 
we have the mechanism in place to 
deal with such an unthinkable 
tragedy,” 

Weeks said the state department 
is not only training this team to deal 
with tragic situations. but they are 
giving the members valuable infor- 
mation which they can distribute 
within their own individual schools, 

“The knowledge and training | 
have already gained from being a 
part of this team better prepares me 
to deal with a crisis at my own 
school should one surface.” said 
Weeks. “And, it is good to know 
that all 1 would have to do is pick 
up the phone and there are other 
counselors out there who will drop 
everything and come to MY assis 
tance should I need it.” 

Weeks said each individual 
school is required by law to have its 
OWN crisis Management plan, but 
this new cyisis team is not a part of 
that plan. Instead, it is an added 
benefit for the schools to activate 
after the crisis in order to begin the 
healing process, 

“Lam hoping once principals and 
counselors know more about this 
team, they will take the initiative to 
use it should a tragedy occur,” 
Weeks said. “We ure a service 
offered to every sehool, and it 
would be a shame for it to be out 
there and not used.” 

She said sinee the team is still

Poday is not only the beginning 
of a new month, it is also the day 
that a new law requires Alabamians 
to have liability insurance on their 


automobiles or possibly face a stiff 


tine 

Phe law means drivers, upon 
request, must show proof of insur- 
ance when stopped by law enforce- 
ment. First time offenders face a 
$500 fine while penalties for repeat 
offenders could be as high as 
1.000. 

As in the case of other new laws, 
there are a lot of questions as to the 
enforcement, At a recent police 
chief's conference, Elba Police 
Chief R. W. “Ronnie ” Whitworth 
said that most agreed the enforce- 
ment should be eased into, as was 
the case with the recently passed 
seat belt law. 

“I plan to instruct the officers in 
ny department to issue warning 
citauions for a reasonable length of 
time before enforcing the ‘letter of 
the law,” said Chief Whitworth. 

Originally, the law required that 
proof of insurance be shown at the 
time of tag renewal but it was deter- 
mined, that at this time, this would 
create a burden on probate offices 
throughout the state in determining 
What type document would consti- 
tute prool of insurance 

\t this time (reportedly), details 
are being worked out as to what 
type document will be required to 
show proof of insurance at the time 
of tag purchase or renewal, and this 
requirement will become effective 
January 1, 2001 

During the interim time, law 
enforcement will be “spot check 
ing” for violators of the new law 
through driver's license check, safe-

Anyone involved in a traffic crash 
Will automatically be checked. 
Automobile owners should carry in 
their vehicle at all times documen- 
tation showing proof of ownership 
and insurance coverage. 

In checking with local insurance 
agencies that offer automobile cov- 
erage. most report that there has 
been a substantial increase in the 
number of inquiries but only a 
slight increase in persons purchas- 
ing insurance coverage. 

However, one local agent report 
ed that he has written considerably 
more policies than usual, Others 
report that they have written a lot of 
“add-on” (liability) policies for pre- 
sent customers on that “old seldom

used farm truck.or fishin’ truck.” 

Many feel that the compulsory 
insurance bill passed by the Alaba 
ma Legislature is something that 
has been needed for several years, 
A 1998 study showed that 25 per- 
cent of Alabama drivers, as com- 
pared to 17 percent nationally, do 
not have insurance. 

The intent of the new law is to 
make people more responsible in 
owning a car. In the past, car own- 
ers involved in wrecks have had to 
file on their insurance to pay for the 
damage even when they were not at 
fault in the accident. In some inci- 
dents, their insurance premiums 
increased and in some cases even 
were canceled. It is believed this 
law will apply fair standards to 
accidents. 


Health authorities working to make 
public aware of rabies and its dangers 


Few diseases bring as much fear 
and anxiety to a community as 
rabies. Rabies is a disease of all 
warm-blooded animals, including 
man, and is universally fatal if spe 
cialized anti-rabies treatment is not 
obtained immediately, 

To assist in public education 
about the disease and to encourage 
the annual vaccination of dogs and 
cats as required by law, a coopera 
live effort is being organized by the 
Alabama Veterinary Medical Asso 
ciation, the Alabama Department of 
Public Health, and the Alabama 
Cooperative Extension Service 
May 22 through June 10, 2000 has 
been designated for “Rabies Aware 
ness” and “Dog Bite Prevention” in 
Alabama, Public low-cost rabies 
clinics will be conducted in most 


counties throughout the state and 


public service announcements and 
education programs will be pro 
moted, 

Raccoons, bats, foxes, and 
skunks are most often responsible 
for transmitting the virus to domes 
ticated animals and humans. Inimu 
nizauion of domestic dogs and cats 
provides the only “buffer” between 
wildlife and humans 

As summer outdoor activities 
begin, remember to warn children 
to not touch, pick up or teed wild 
or unfamiliar animals. Avoid sick 
and strange-acting animals. A wild 
animal that appears friendly, docile 
or approaches humans should be 
avoided, Nocturnal animals, such 
as raccoons and bats that become 
acuve in the daytime, may be sus 
pect, Stray animals pose a continu 
al public threat; not only from 
rabies, but from bite wounds and 
ek taaLD Se AAINT My Sa soOURNK REN nS AN 


animal attacks in general, 

“If you can touch, don't,” is a 
good rule of thumb according to 
state public health veterinarian, Dr. 
Bill Johnson. There are approxi- 
mately 9,500 animal bites investi- 
gated each year in the state, and 14 
out of the last 21 rabid dogs and 
cats Were strays, according to Dr, 
Johnson. 

If bitten or serateched by an ani 
mal, wash the wound with soapy 
water for 10 minutes and see a doe- 
tor immediately, Do not attempt to 
catch or kill the animal, Call animal 
control officers. In Elba, the animal 
control officer may be contacted by 
calling the Elba Police Department 
at 897-2555. If no animal control 
officer is available in your area, call 
law enforcement officials or notify 
the county health department

Bow fishing enables 
archers to hunt 
year round 


Many bow hunters hang their bows in the rack at the end of deer season 
where they remain until just before the next season. Bul some haye discoy- 
ered a way to hunt year round and keep their archery skills honed to near 
perfection-bow fishing. 

Luverne native Bill Schofield started bow fishing several years ago to 
keep his archery skills sharp. “Bow fishing is an ideal way to keep trom 
getting rusty with your bow,” said Schofield. “It’s also a sport a bow 
hunter can get into dirt cheap. All you need in addition to your bow is a 
reel, line and a fishing arrow. You can get these for as little as $20 to $25. 
Schofield, a Troy State University policeman, fishes Millers Ferry, Cooters 
Pond, Eufaula, and farm ponds for gar, carp, drum, and blacktish, “I preter 
to fish from 10:00AM to 2:00PM, when the Sun is almost directly over- 
head. You can see deeper into the water and there is less refraction during 
these hours, I also wear polarized sunglasses that enable me to see deeper 
into the water,” said Schofield. 

According to Schofield, the regulations pertaining to bow fishing are 
few as compared to other sports. The law requires that a barbed metal o1 
fiberglass arrow be attached to the bow with a minimum of 40 th. test line 
The arrow must be designed so that it penetrates without the use of a cut- 
ting edge, much like field point arrows. There is usually no season or limit 
on trash fish with the exception of the alligator gar. The limit on alligator 
gar is two per person per day. There is no limit on the needle nose gar 
common to this area. A fishing license is required and game fish such as 
bass, bream, etc cannot be harvested by bow and arro\ 

Schofield says he prefers to fish from a 14 ft. Jon boat during high 
water.

All that changed Monday morn 
ing When authorities announced 


that they were involved in a 
detailed search of an area located 
approximately 5 miles west of 
Enterprise on AL. Hwy. 134 in and 
around the Litthe Double Bridges 
Creek. Initially, authorities said the 
road would be closed to traffic dur 
ing the next two to three days while 
the search was taking place; howev- 
er, that was changed and through 
traffic was allowed to continue 
along the roadway. Authorities did 
say that no one other than law 
enforcement personnel would be 
allowed to stop at the location 
Sightseers were discouraged from 
“visiting” the search area. The area 
will be secured around the clock 
until the search is completed, 

In a 9:30 a.m. press conference 
Monday at the District Attorney’s 
Office, Chief D.A. Investigator 
Bruce DeVane said authorities are 
“looking for several items of evi 
dence that involve the investigation 
into the disappearance of Mr 
Wayne Douglas Bryan.” 

DeVane said that a manual (grid 
search) search by more than fifty 
individuals was being made both 
visually and using metal detectors 
and other devices. The area 
involved is about the size of a foot 
ball field said De Vane, and he com- 
pared the thick undergrowth to that 
which is found in a “rain forest.” 

Scuba divers trom the Mont 
gomery Fire Department and Troy 
Police Department were scheduled 
to come in Monday afternoon and 
search the deep areas of the creek. 
On Wednesday, plans called for a 
K-9 cadaver dog (a canine trained 


to deteet the odor of human 


remains) to be brought in to assist 
authorities in their search of the 
area 

Investigator DeVane would not 
vo into any of the details as to what 
led authorities to search this partic 
ular area. “EP think it would harm the 
investivation if | did.” said De Vane 


“Maybe at some later date T can tell 


you why we are out there.” 

He did say that Bryan’s disap 
pearance is now being investigated 
as a homicide. 

The Enterprise man disappeared 
more than four years ago from a 
work location on Co. Rd. S11 just 
west of New Brockton. Bryan was 
last seen on Friday, December 15, 
1995 at 1:00 p.m. when he had 
lunch with his wife. 

His pickup truck was found by a 
family member at the location on 
Co. Rd. 511 where he had been 
working on a building in prepara 
tion to start a quail farm. The key 
was still in the truck’s ignition 
along with other personal items. 
The man’s dog was also still in the 
truck. 

At that time, an aerial and ground 
search was made of the immediate 
area and there was no indication o1 
evidence of foul play in the disap- 
pearance of Bryan. 

Shortly afterwards (a week or 
so), a portion of the Pea River was 
dragged in the vicinity of Weeks 
Bridge located on Co. Rd. 248 
which is less than two miles from 
the scene of Bryan’s disappearance, 
Also, boats traveled the river from 
that point to the boat landing in 
Elba, Neither search revealed a 
body or any other clues concerning 
Bryan’s disappearance, 

The present search area is four to 
five miles due south of where 
Bryan's pickup truck was discoy 
ered. Late Tuesday afternoon, 
authorities were discussing with 
Coffee County Engineer Randy 
Tindell the possibility of draining 
part of the creek to enable a more 
thorough search. The feasibility of 
this proposal had not been deter- 
mined at press ime Tuesday, 

Since Bryan’s disappearance, 
family and friends have offered 
$10,000 for any information lead

The following are some impor 
tant dates that should be remem 
bered by those aspiring to hold 
office in their local government, 

¢ As of August 22, 1999, candi 
dates for municipal elections could 
begin raising money for their cam 
paign. 

* May 24, 2000 was the last day 
@ person could become a resident 
of the municipality and distriet and 
still be a candidate tor election 
Candidates must reside in the town 
and the district for a period of 90 
days before the election, 

¢ On July 5, 2000, the mayor 
gives notice of the election, Candi 
dates may begin qualifying once 
notice is published, Qualifying 
forms will be available from the 
municipal clerk 


* July 10, 2000 - a 45-day pre 
election campaign disclosure report 
must be filed with the probate 
judge if the candidate has raised or 
spent more than $1,000 on his or 
her campaign 

¢ July 18, 2000 (5 p.m.) is the 
last day for qualifying to run for 
municipal office. 

* July 24, 2000 - Last possible 
day for candidates to file a state 
ment showing the names of their 
campaign committee with the pro 
bate judge, 

* August 22, 
day! 

* September 12, 2000 - Run-off 
election day should one be 
required 

* October 2, 2000 - Newly elect- 
ed municipal officials take office 
(First Monday in October following 
the election)

and filing of disclosure forms that 
should be noted as the election 
draws closer,
